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REMARKS 

In the Office Action, the Examiner noted that claims 36-38 a s pending in the 
application, and that claims 36-38 are rejected. By this response, i:laims 36-38 continue 
unamended. In view of the following discussion, the Applicant sub • lits that none of the 
claims now pending in the application are anticipated under the pn i visions of 35 U.S.C. 
§1 02. Thus, the Applicant believes that all of these claims are nov in condition for 
allowance. 

REJECTION OF CLAIMS UNDER 35 U.S.C. g102te) 

The Examiner rejected claims 36-38 as being anticipated b:' the McBurney 
patent (United States patent 6,473,030, issued October 29, 2002). The rejection is 
respectfully traversed. 

More specifically, the earliest effective U.S. filing date for thii McBurney patent is 
February 28, 2001 (i.e., the actual filing date). The present applic;:tion is a divisional of 
U.S. patent application serial number 09/615,105. filed July 13, 2Ci)0 (now U.S. patent 
6.41 1 ,892, issued June 25, 2002). Since the priority date of the p ssent Invention 
precedes the earliest effective U.S. filing date of the McBurney pa :2nt, the McBurney 
patent is not prior art to the Applicant's Invention. Therefore, the pplicant contends 
that claims 36-38 are not anticipated by the McBurney patent and as such, fully satisfy 
the requirements of 35 U.S.C. §102. 

CONCLUSION 

Thus, ttie Applicant submits that none of the claims presenlly in the application 
are anticipated under the provisions of 35 U.S.C. § 102. Consequ3ntly, the Applicant 
believes that all these claims are presently in condition for allowai ce. Accordingly, both 
reconsideration of this application and its swifl passage to issue 3 e earnestly solicited.
